A L A S K A MINES. 


Discoveries M ade b y Lieutenant Seton- 
K arr. 


V a k c o c v je b (B. C.), June 29th.—Among the 
passengers who arrived by the Queen from 
A laska last evening was L ieutenant Seton- 
K arr, w ho w ent north abont two m onths ago to 
discover a pass across the m ountain ranges 
from the C hiicat to the A ltsenh river. The ex ­ 
pedition has been a great success, everything 
being carried out w hich it was intended to ac­ 
com plish w ith less delay and shorter space of 
tim e th an h ad been anticipated and w ithout 
m eeting w ith any difficulties, after an absence 
of a little over two m onths. L ieutenant Seton- 
K arr states th a t the geographical results of his 
journey exceeded his expectations. The Chii­ 
cat Indians did not interfere w ith the party, be­ 
ing assured th a t trade was not one ot the ob­ 
jects contem plated. 
From K lokw an, th e last Indian cam p, thirty 
m iles up the C hiicat river, the L ieutenant as­ 
cended in the first iustance ou foot and subse­ 
quently as far as the K lahcena or Wellesey 
river, and thence partly by canoe and partly 
w ith sledges as far as the national boundary, 
w hich was m arked approxim ately. The ascent 
was continued to th e M arble glacier. 
H ere the 
party were detained by cloudy w eather, during 
w hich tim e they killed foiir bears and m ade 
several high ascents of m ountains. Thence to 
the tim ber line provisions had to be packed. 
Fourteen m iles beyond the last ascent of the 
new pass a creek was struck running into the 
Altsenh. The latter is reported as a strODg 
river, running from ihe west from behind Mt. 
St. Elias w ith a slow, deep current. Another 
branch comes in from the north. Below the 
forks is a canyon w hich canoes cannot pass, and 
below the canyon the river is excessively rapid 
as lar the m outh at Dry bay.

KILL THE LOTTERY. 


An Am endm ent to the Federal Constitu­ 
tion Proposed. 
The pretext of those who advocate the 
present measure before the Louisiana Leg­ 
islature is that a State lottery owned by 
the State would prove corrupting to all 
public officers and Legislatures. 
That is 
true. 
IIow much more corrupting to all 
public officials, and to all Legislatures, and 
to the public and private conscience, will 
be a lottery owning the State, body and 
soul ? 
Every department will be the ben­ 
eficiary of its plunder, and its corrupting 
influence would extend to every election 
and to every official. A venal Legislature, 
a subsidized press, an avaricious people, 
would be the inevitable precursors of pen­ 
ury, profligacy, dishonor and disgrace— 
public and private. 
It is not only Louisiana that is interest­ 
ed in this question. Her sister States near 
her and those more remote— indeed, all 
the States of the Union are interested in 
putting a stop to this nefarious business, 
since all of them are induced to pay trib­ 
ute to this hydra-headed monster. 
A 
steady stream of gold, drawn for the most 
from the scanty earnings of the poor, flows 
from all sections of the Union into the ra­ 
pacious maw of this monster. 
There must 
be a stop put to this outrage upon indus­ 
try. 
If Louisiana will not apply the rem­ 
edy the other States must find it, even if 
we have to amend the Federal Constitu­ 
tion by prohibiting lotteries. 
The Regis­ 
ter now suggests that the present Congress 
proposes for the ratification of the States 
the following amendment: 
Article XVI.—Congress shall have power to 
define lotteries and to punish the use of the 
same. 
No doubt two-thirds of both Houses of 
the present Congress would vote to pre­ 
sent such an amendment to the States, and 
we believe that three-fourths of the States 
—indeed all of them except Louisiana— 
would vote this winter to ratify the new 
amendment.— Mobile (Ala.) Beinster, June 
10th. 


A H opeful Scheme. 
According to a report presented to the 
Paris Academy of Sciences by M. Emile 
Blanchard, a professor of chemistry, says a 
Paris correspondent, it will he quite possi­ 
ble, at a not remote epoch, to manufacture 
silk without the intervention of the co­ 
coon. 
Numerous experiments have al­ 
ready been made in this direction, but 
nothing practical has resulted. M. Blanch­ 
ard, however, is confident in the experi­ 
ments made by himself. 
H e is convinced, 
for instance, that the constituent materials 
of silk are to he found in the mulberry 
leaf, upon which the silk worm feeds. 
By 
dyeing some of the leaves on which a 
worm fed, and then after awhile opening 
the body of the chrysalis, he found that 
nothing had passed through the digestive 
organs and into the blood except the ele­ 
ments necessary for the production of silk. 
Other matters had been excluded by cer­ 
tain glands of the worm which had acted 
as a membrane. 
M. Blanchard confesses, 
however, that the silk which he produced 
by experiments with mulberry leaves was 
inferior in richness, and particularly in 
gloss, to that furnished by the cocoons. 
This resulted from the fact that, as the 
silk goes through two processes in the 
glands of the worm, he had only the time 
and the means to study the first—that in 
which the silk is evolved in its primary 
state. 
H e believes, however, that it will 
be possible eventually to produce, hv chem­ 
ical means, the glossor varnish which is the 
result of the second stage through which 
the_ silk passes in the body of the insect 
which produces it. 


His Tim e H ad N o t C o m e. 
“W hile traveling through New Mexico 
las summer 1 had occasion to spend Sun­ 
day with an old school-boy friend who had 
become a clergyman of the Presbyterian 
faith,” said a Baptist divine to a Chicago 
Pouf reporter. “The locality was not very far 
from an Indian reservation, and the tribes 
that lived on it had exhibited symptoms 
of an outbreak. 
Trouble was expected to 
come at any moment. 
However, it would 
not do for the pastor to fail to fill his pul­ 
pit on Sunday, and I concluded to accom­ 
pany him. I was ready a little liefore him 
and entered the wagon first. 
H e came a 
moment later, and, minister though he 
was, he carried a revolver in his belt and 
a rifle over his shoulder. 
“ ‘Why, brother!’ I exclaimed, ‘what do 
you mean by carrying those firearms? You 
are a Presbyterian, and therefore certainly 
feel that, Indians or no Indians, you will 
not die before your time comes.’ 
“ ‘That’s all true enough,’ he replied, 
with a twinkle in his eye, ‘hut I am not 
carrying these weapons for that.’ 
“ ‘For what, then ?’ I asked. 
“ ‘I am carrying them for fear we might 
meet some Indian whose time had come, 
and it would be too bad to keep him wait­ 
ing, as I wguld have to do if I left these 
weapons at home.’ ” 


O ysters of Portly Size. 
The biggest edible oysters in the world 
are found at Port Lincoln, in South Aus­ 
tralia. 
They are as large as a dinner 
plate, and the same shape. 
Thev are 
sometimes more than a foot across the 
shell, and the oyster fits his shell so well 
be does not leave much margin. 
It is a 
new sensation, when a friend asks you to 
lunch at Adelaide’s to have one oyster set 
before you fried in butter or eggs and 
bread crumbs. 
But it is a very pleasant 
sensation, for the flavor and delicacy of the 
Port Lincoln mammoths are proverbial in 
that land of luxuries.— Pittsburg Dispatch. 


Growth of Trusts. 
Germany took the lead as the country of 
syndicates in 1889. Ninety-two are known 
to have been formed there, while the 
United Su tes had 58, Austria 38, Great 
Britain 31, France 6, Russia 7, Belgium 8, 
Italy 2, Sweden 4 and Denmark 1. 
In ad­ 
dition, eleven international trusts were 
formed to control copper, zinc, nitrates, 
rails, mirror glass, sugar, dynamite and 
hotels. 
A great many other syndicates 
and trnsts were undoubtedly formed, but 
their existence was not formally recorded.

The President Said to he In Favor of Its 
E arly Passage. 
WASHINGTON, Ju n e 29th.—A great deal of in­ 
terest is felt here regarding the vote on W ednes­ 
day on the Federal election bill, aud the lead­ 
ers on both sides In the House have been doing 
some tall hustling during the past few days 
T he Dem ocrats are solid against the bill, w hile 
the Republicans are not. Ew art of North Caro­ 
lina and Lehlback of New Jersev (Republicans) 
have already m ade speeches against the bill, 
and Colem an of Louisiana will do likewise to­ 
morrow. Ail three w ill vote against it, aud 
there is ground lor belief th at Cheadle of In d i­ 
ana and Brewer of North Carolina w ill join 
them . This change of five votes will reduce the 
Republican m ajority in the House from 20 to 10. 
Besides this the Dem ocratic leaders claim th at 
at least tw elve B epublicans have agreed to 
dodge a vote, and they therefore claim th at the 
bill w ill be defeated in the House. The Repub­ 
lican leaders in this fight—Lodge, MeComas 
Rowell and Sangen—claim th a t th e bill will 
pass bv at least two m ajority, aud perhaps more. 
In connection w ith th e passage of this bill 
the Sunday Herald (Democratic) says to-day: 
"P resident H arrison nas heretofore been given 
the credit ot at least deprecating, if not actually 
opposing, the passage of th e dangerous Federal 
election bill, now under discussion the House. 
It has been believed th a t he is statesm an 
enough to discern the evil tendencies of some 
of them , and is sufficiently patriotic to frown 
upon the centralizing aud un-Am erican clique 
w hich forced most of the R epublicans in the 
House into accepting the bill. But yesterday 
the President took occasion to declare him self 
nnder th e dom ination of the Reed wing of the 
party and in favor of the bill. 
He th in k s there 
is still s saving pow er for the party in the 
‘bloody shirt,' and not only waHte the bill 
passed, but w ants it done quickly, so th at the 
cry of ‘Southern outrages' m ay be used at the 
com ing Congressional cam paign to 'fire the 
N orthern heart’ and distract attention from the 
queer record of the party in Congress on the 
silver and growing dissensions of the tariff 
question.” 
A gentlem an w ho in the past has held very 
close official and personal relations w ith the 
President related the substance of au im erview 
betw een him aud the Chief M agistrate to a Sun­ 
day Herald representative yesterday. The in­ 
terview took place yesterday 
m orning. 
It 
ojiened by an am using declaration by General 
H arrison th at under no circum stances would he 
interiere, even by the rem otest suggestion, o ut­ 
side of an official message, w ith the action of 
Congress. 
The President then continued: “ If they pass 
the Federal ejection bill I w ill sign it as soon 
as it is presented to me for mv consideration. 
I 
w ant them to pass th at bill, and I don’t care 
who knows it.” 
Subsequently the President said he h ad in a 
desultory way advised his friends in 
both 
Houses of Congress to proceed as rapidly as pos­ 
sible for th e final enactm ent of the bill, so th at 
“it m ight become a question of discussion in 
the com ing cam paign.” 


PE R SO N A L RIGHTS. 


L etter Read Before tbe Turner Societies 
of Chicago. 


C h ic a g o . June ‘29th.—Ten thousand people 
who attended ’.he annual gam es of the Turners' 
Societies of Chicago listened to a letter from a 
well know n jurist, Judge M urray F. Tuley 
w hich aroused decided interest. The letter was 
addressed to the Chicago District Turners, as 
m em bers of th e Personal Rights League, and 
was read by President 
D yrenfurth 
of the 
League. In the letter Judge Tuley says he re­ 
garos th eir organization as one of the most im ­ 
portant factors in the preservation of the liber­ 
ties of th e people now existing. 
“Ju st so far.” says the Judge, “as an individ­ 
ual is deprived of his personal rights, just to 
th at extent is he in slavery. 
Everv law which 
directly or indirectly forbids the exercise of, or 
abridges a m an's personal rights, deprives him 
to th at extent of his liberty. But the danger to 
liberty is not so m uch from unequal or tyran­ 
nical legislation as from the ignoring of the 
w ritten laws and the usurpation by the execu­ 
tive officers of the powers at any tim e or bv au ­ 
thority not granted (by the law. W hen (as in 
the city of Chicago) the )>olice arrest upon a 
bare suspicion and w ithout a w arrant persons 
not found in the act of violating a law ; w hen 
the police undertake to determ ine who shall 
and 
who 
shall 
not 
m eet 
in 
public as­ 
sem blage 
to 
discuss 
political or econom ic 
questions: w hen a trial by new spaper is substi­ 
tuted for a trial by jury: w hen original packages 
of slander and vituperation are hurled at tne 
highest Court of the nation because of decisions 
favoring the personal rights and freedom of com­ 
m erce; w hen alm ost every article is controlled 
by m eansof unlaw ful trus'.s and com binations, 
it is tim e, I say, not ouly to call a h alt, but to 
establish Personal Rights’ Leagues in every 
school district, every county, every State of the 
Union. Let your organization proclaim it to be 
the first duty of everv citizen to obey the law, 
w hether an official or a private citizen. 
De­ 
m and t hat there shall be an absolute equality 
of every citizen before the law, in the adm inis­ 
tration of tbe law. and under the operation of 
the law. 
I'erseverve in your opposition tol all 
sum ptuary and other vicious legislation, and 
teach the people th a t if they wish to preserve 
th eir liberties there m ust be eternal vigilance 
in th e protection o f personal rights.” 


EASTER N 
W E A TH E R . 


A C ool B re e z e E n d s th e H e a te d T e rm In 
C h ic a g o . 


C h ic a g o . June ‘29th.—A cool breeze, beginning 
late this afternoon, ended the heated term in 
this city, at least tem porarily. The breeze did 
not put in au an appearance, however, u ntil the 
excessive heat m ace a record of eight fatal cases 
from prostration in the city since daylight. A 
large num ber of other persons succum bed, but 
lip to this evening no other deaths are appre­ 
hended. Tne preceding 24 hours m arked the 
culm ination of alm ost an unprecedented period 
of w arm th. According to the revised police re­ 
ports, there were 18 deaths from sunstroke and 
117 other cases ot heat prostration yesterday, 
fully one dozen 
of w hich are pronounced 
critical. 
Four m ore deaths are reported up to m id­ 
night. All four occurred e a ily in the dav in 
the rem ote parts of the city.

AT ST. LOUIS. 
St. L o u is, June 29th.—The hot w eather w hich 
prevailed for a week past w as checked some­ 
w hat this afternoon by a heavy show er, w hich 
cooled the atm osphere to a considerable extent, 
but there ¡6 still a great d ia l o f suffering, as im ­ 
m ediately afler the rain clouds dispersed, and 
the sun sent the therm om eter near the hundred 
m ark again. Y esterday’s list of prostrations 
num bered thirty-one, eight of w hich resulted 
fatally. 
Up to 11 o’clock to-night eleven pros­ 
trations w ere reported to-night, two of them 
fatally.

D A K O T A TIN MINES. 


The C o st of W orking Tlietn the Only 
Draw back. 
Chicago, June 29th.—W. I. Johnson, of South 
D akota, who recently visited M alacca to exam ­ 
ine the tin industry there, says th at if the Da 
kota tin m ines could be worked as cheaply as 
those in M alacca this country would certainly 
be exporting th at m etal. The m iners in M alacca 
use a sim ple process in extracting ore. The 
surface aud substance is rem oved for a few 
feet un til th e m ineral can be seen, w hich is 
carried to a wooden flume and washed by a cu r­ 
rent of w ater. Coolies wash the tin-bearing earth 
and work up the m aterial so th a t th e light 
sands m ay be elim inated, w hen the m ineral is 
m elted in the little furnaces. As it runs out 
tne w hite m etal is cast into cubic ingots, and 
although lead is wasted in this process the tin 
is so plentiful th at a second washing is hardly 
necessary.

Highest of all in Leavening Power.— U . S. G ov’t Report, Aug. 17, 1889, 
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FEDERAL ELECTION LAWS. 
The Constitution clearly gives Congress 
the power to pass laws to conserve the 
purity, honesty and freedom of elections 
involving the selection of Federal officials. 
If it did not do so the whole system would 
be exposed to the vicious influences of 
conscienceless political schemers in the 
several States. It remains, theii, that the 
only question involved in the bill on elec­ 
tions now before Congress is the wisdom 
of a particular measure, or of the several 
propositions to insure full, free and fair 
elections in Congressional districts. As a 
matter of fact it is known that in the ab­ 
sence of a proper Federal election law, 
there are parts where an impartial method 
is never employed to ascertain the will of 
the people. There are other sections 
where the true vote is either suppressed, 
or, after being cast, is manipulated. In 
those places local laws are powerless to 
prevent fraud and repression in elections, 
and therefore the necessity arises for the 
General Government providing, as the 
Constitution authorizes it to do, for the 
fair, free conduct of elections in which 
Congressmen are chosen. 
The bill now before Congress does not 
permit any interference by Federal officers 
with any election; the Supervisors the 
Federal Government is to appoint are not 
to act so as to influence the vote of any 
man; they do no more than see to it that 
no legal voter is deprived of his right at 
the ballot-box to vote for a candidate for 
Congress ; that the deposit and counting of 
the ballots are honestly conducted, and 
that the returns are not tampered with. 
The purpose of the bill is, therefore, in 
the interest of good government and a free 
and fair ballot. Nevertheless the Demo­ 
cratic press, notably that wing of it that is 
Southern, manifests great indignation that 
the Congress of the nation should have the 
temerity to interfere to the extent of in­ 
suring fair play, the Democracy claiming 
that any care by Congress over elections 
of any class is an infringement of the 
right of the people to conduct elections 
free from interference by other than State 
laws; that all such laws tend to shear in­ 
dividual liberty and to dangerously con­ 
centrate power in the General Govern­ 
ment. 
So far as infringing personal liliertv is 
concerned, that is mere rhetoric and gush. 
The Federal law, on the contrary, protects 
the ballot-box from manipulation and the 
voter from intimidation and fraud. When 
Federal officers are chosen all the people 
of all the States have an interest, direct 
and positive, in every such election. That 
interest can he represented at the polls 
only by the Federal Government, and 
hence the proposition to send Supervisors 
of Elections to every polling booth to see 
to it that no citizen is deprived of the 
right to vote freely, without intimidation, 
and under exemption from any manner of 
fear. 
The friend of honest elections has 
nothing to fear from Federal super­ 
vision; it is the man who wants free 
play to manipulate ballot-boxes who is 
loudest in his denunciation. There is a 
large class, however, of Democrats who 
honestly think that any supervision of a 
Federal election by a Federal agent is a 
dangerous encroachment by Federal [tower. 
But, as we have said, euch power as Con­ 
gress proposes to exercise is expressly con­ 
ferred iqxm it by the Constitution. It is, 
therefore, no assumption, nor is it anything 
new. It was contemplated by the founders 
of the Government, and under that express 
provision, and under laws that have l>een 
in o[>eration by virtue of it the nation has 
waxed stronger and the rights of the peo­ 
ple have not been shorn. Our friends, the 
Democrats, are alarmists—that is all. They 
always were obstructionists; they objected 
to and fought the homestead laws, the 
pre-emption laws, and about all progressive 
propositions the Government has ever 
adopted, and their op[>osition to methods 
of insuring fair, free, full elections and 
honest counts in cases where Federal offi­ 
cers are voted for, is not surprising. Fed­ 
eral encroachment is their ever-present 
ghost, and kee|>s them in constant per­ 
spiration. 
A PLAIN STATEMENT OF THE SCHOOL 
ISSUE. 
The discussion of the school question 
upon the lines laid down by the Luther­ 
ans and Catholics in Wisconsin, intensifies 
rather than otherwise. 
It has elicited 
letters from the most prominent Lutheran 
clergymen of the country. 
The sum of 
their statements is: ”Webelieve that when 
we pay our taxes for the support of the 
school system, and which we do without a 
murmur, and gladly, we have the moral 
and civil right to establish our own schools, 
train our teachers and have our children 
taught in morals and in religion as we 
choose. We do not object to the teaching 
of English in the schools, hut we do pro­ 
test against the State endeavoring to 
dictate to us what we shall teach in Eng­ 
lish, or any other tongue, since the inter­ 
ference carries with it the possibility of 
the State taking oilier steps that may 
finally result in the suppression of our 


right to maintain our own schools, and train 
our children as our consciences and our re­ 
ligion demand.” 
This may be taken as the essence of the 
whole question. The reply to the plea is 
simple, and we think unanswerable. The 
“right” claimed is undeniable, and no 
American of broad views of human liberty 
and free government will dispute it. But 
it is not an abstract right. W hat is termed 
a right is really a privilege that is accorded 
by the social compact, which we call a re­ 
public, and for the preservation of which 
we erect certain political safeguards. Now 
one of these is the duty of the State to see 
that its citizens are so educated that they 
will be useful to the system of the State in 
securing its preservation; to see that they 
are so educated that they can read the 
history and the laws of the country, and 
especially the latter, which they must 
obey, and must therefore understand. The 
State, not a church nor an individual, must, 
of necessity therefore, be the judge of that 
requirement and the sufficiency of it. It 
does not enter the realm of conscience; it 
no more infringes personal liberty than 
it does in registration laws erected as 
one of the means of ascertaining the will of 
the governed; it no more trespasses against 
the religious privilege, or right—if the 
term is preferred—than in the laws requir­ 
ing that all shall contribute to the main­ 
tenance ot a free school system. 
The purpose of all laws similar to the 
Bennett law, as Mr. Curtis has so well ex­ 
pressed it, is to conserve homogeneity and 
to discourage hetrogeneity. That purpose 
ought not to excite the opposition of any 
citizen who desires the preservation of free 
government. The Lutherans came to this 
country to secure the benefits of such free 
government. Their act of removal was 
voluntary. They knew when they came 
here that the founders of our system had 
declared as a substructural principle that 
intelligence of the citizen is a necessity to 
the preservation of our liberties, and that 
to secure that all citizens must have a cer­ 
tain degree of education in youth. To 
that end free public schools should be pro­ 
vided, to the support of which all should 
contribute, because the benefits of such 
schools run to all classes of our people 
and conserve the foundations of a gov­ 
ernment under which all have the privi­ 
lege to educate beyond the require­ 
ments set up by the State, as they please. 
It is essential to the security of this free 
government, and the perpetuation of the 
system, to the protecting arms of which 
the Lutherans fled to better their condi­ 
tion, that all the elements coming into the 
State under the privilege granted to 
aliens should assimilate with the Ameri­ 
can system. To that end it is deemed bv 
the majority, determined in lawful repre­ 
sentative assembly, that the citizen should 
be able to read the history and laws of the 
country in the language of the country, 
which is the English tongue. 
But if the arguments of the Lutheran 
clergymen are good for anything at 
all, they maintain the doctrine th it 
we shall not have liomogeneitv of 
American people, hut that we shall be di­ 
vided up into groups, so that the Federal 
LTnion will in time consist—as has well 
been said—of a multitude of Polands, Bo­ 
hemias, Norways, Germanies, Italies and 
so on. The argument of the opponents of 
the Bennett law leads to just that end and 
cannot lie diverted from it. If the Luth­ 
erans and Catholics of Wisconsin are, as 
they say they are, devoted to American 
institutions and will do battle, if need be, 
to preserve them, they should not inter­ 
pose any obstacle to any method, that does 
not interfere with conscience, that will 
tend to produce a race of Americans know­ 
ing no other nationality and having re­ 
gard for no other political system equal to 
that for their own. Whatever tends in an 
opposite direction, these Lutherans and 
Catholics ought to he able to see, really 
imperils the liberty of conscience that is 
now guaranteed to them and for which 
they do not tire in giving thanks. 


T h e reports from the East of many 
deaths from heat and sunstroke are 
surprising to Californians who have 
never been east of the Rocky moun­ 
tains. The surprise is due to the fact that 
all the reports agree that the average tem­ 
perature in the West was 87°, though in 
some places it reached 10*1°; yet in this 
State, with the thermometer at 110° and 
over, no deaths or suffering from the sun’s 
rays result, and ordinary vocations are 
pursued without 
inconvenience. 
The 
distinction between the conditions is 
this : that at the East the atmosphere is 
humid and the nights sultry. Here the 
atmosj here is dry and the nights cool. A 
moist atmosphere is like a blanket to the 
body—it prevents radiation of the heat of 
the body and represses perspiration. A 
dry atmosphere conserves rapid radiation 
and induces perspiration. Hence it is that 
we do not sutler materially here under the 
greatest heat, while under a temperature 
many degrees less the people at the East 
are prostrated, industry comes to a pause, 
and many deaths result from sunstroke and 
surcharge of the blood with heat. 


T h e Secretary of the Navy has issued 
the order for bids to be put in for the fcon- 
struction of the new ships of war to be 
built at once under the appropriations 
made by the present Congress. This will 
give our California bidders opportunity to 
hid again for construction on this coast of 
two of these 9,000-ton ships. 
We are 
strongly inclined to think that Mr. Scott is 
right in his judgment that it is error to 
demand trials of such war shi[*s while the 
machinery is new; that no steamer should 
l>e speeded to full capacity until some con­ 
siderable time after she has been put into 
service. New machinery works stiffly, and 
to run it to full power under such a condi­ 
tion is unfair to the builders, and subjects 
the machinery to liability of strain. It is 
altogether probable, for instance, that the 
Charleston will develop greater speed 
and horse-[)ower after she has had a couple 
of cruises. 
T he burning of a school-house in this

discharged 
should put all householders upon their 
guard. They should exercise extraordi­ 
nary precautions until after the “Fourth,” 
have appliances at hand to serve water, and 
keep a sharp outlook for falling debris 
from fireworks. Perhaps the gieatest dan­ 
ger, however, is from the use of fire­ 
crackers, the debris of which, still alight, 
flies into remote corners and smolders a 
long time. It would be wise for the next 
six days to keep the base lines of all 
houses well wetted, and to have the garden 
hose constantly attached and ready for in­ 
stant use.

NATiOHAL INTEGRITY. 


THE PROBLEMS PRESENTED BY OUR 
POLITICAL FREEDOM. 


Rev. C. P . M assey’s D iscourse on the 
Com ing Anniversary o f the Coun­ 
try’s Birthday. 


Yesterday, before the Unitarian Society, 
Rev. C. P. Massey took for his text Psalms 
cxlvii., 20: “God hath not dealt so with 
any people,” and in the course of his re­ 
marks said : W hat I would impress upon 
you is that, although so much of mystery 
and sublimity and lofty purpose and high 
enthusiasm seem so completely absent 
from our national life, that we still live in 
an age that calls for sacrifice and high en­ 
deavor in the performance of our duty to 
our country and to our God. It is difficult 
to understand this fully. Everything 
seems so commonplace and vulgar now in 
comparison with what we find upon the 
pages of history. The element of poetry 
and romance has seemingly departed from 
our country's annals. 
‘ 
What are these common interests of 
to day—the adjustment of the relations 
between classes, financial problems, the 
inroads of vice, the aspects presented by 
the coming of alien hordes to harbor in 
this fair land, compared in dignity and 
majesty and heroic suggestion to the voy­ 
age of the Mayflower, the struggle for 
existence at Salem, the defense of Bunker 
Hill, the endurance at Valley Forge, the 
surrender at Yorktown, the rising of the 
nascent commonwealth, attended by the 
prayers and hopes oí a reverent, sanguine 
people ? 
We are living ic an age of vast material 
progress and material standards are erected 
everywhere. The earnestness which char­ 
acterizes the people’s life is almost alto­ 
gether in the line of the acqnisition of 
material means and power. All this is in­ 
evitable, the condition of our progress, the 
new aspect of the problem of liberty. 
But it is incumbent upon some of us who 
yet believe that it is by intellectual and 
moral standards that all things have realiy 
to be measured, to stop and reflect what 
can be done to give to our national life a 
loftier suggestion, to find in this material­ 
izing of our existence a reason for en­ 
deavoring to incorporate into it something 
of sublime significance. 
Men talk con­ 
temptuously and yet approvingly of the 
ethics of trade. 
They say each one goes 
into the market at his personal risk; to get 
all one can, to pay as little as one can, is 
the prevailing law. We expect equivoca­ 
tion, adulteration, fraud, and our only care 
is to look out for them. Men of high ideals 
aud sensitive natures are barred front 
trade, and upright conscience is an obstacle 
to success in almost every vocation. 
And so the age is characterized by selfish­ 
ness, and frivolity, and low ambitions, aud 
what we want to do is to give to it a3 speed­ 
ily as possible an aspect of sublimity, to 
understand that while these vast strides of 
progress are making in outward directions, 
another progress should be making in in­ 
ward directions too; that while the king­ 
dom of this world is buildiDg in mighty 
cities and magnificent industries, the King­ 
dom of Heaven should be also building in 
our hearts. The past cannot instruct us so 
greatly here. 
Its problems are not our 
problems; but in the nigh purpose that met 
them so unflinchingly, in that integrity of 
character that measured all things by 
moral uses, and recognized the Seal of the 
Eternal upon every event and in every 
activity, these should still command our 
attention and excite our emulation. 
We term our age an intellectual one—we 
boast of the facilities afforded for the ac­ 
quisition of a higher education by an ever 
increasing number, that our young men 
avail themselves of these advantages not 
simply as a preparation for the learned 
professions, but for an active life in 
many and various vocations. 
And yet, 
speaking 
generally, 
never was 
the 
public taste in intellectual things so 
vitiated, never was the literature of the 
people so barren of influence for the pres­ 
ervation of the highest good. It is true we 
do not actually mean to put these low esti­ 
mates upon things, as one writes of them: 
"Custom does it lor me, gives me no 
power therefrom, and runs me into debt to 
boot. We spend our incomes for paint and 
paper, for a hundred trifles, I know not 
what, and not for the things of a man. 
Our expense is almost all fot conformity. 
It is for cake that we run in debt; it is 
not the intellect, not the heart, not beauty, 
not worship that costs so much.” 
And do we not all recognize the justice 
of tnis indictment ? No one of us wants to 
be excluded from the society ot his fel­ 
lows, and yet the vanity of that society 
we contemn. With what trepidation we 
invite to an entertainment for which no 
pleasure is provided that shall not come 
spontaneously from mutual intercourse, 
the fric’.ion of intelligent thought. Some­ 
thing is required of each of us, therefore, 
to raise the standard here, from us who 
possess the power of thought, who believe 
in moral purposes, who maintain churches, 
and who are at least indifferently inter­ 
ested in the progress of education and 
reform. 
We are witnessing a passing phase in our 
nation’s progress. There is at present a 
preponderance of material over moral in- 
teresi, but out of these vast strides of ma­ 
terial progress problems are presented 
which call earnestly for solution for the 
well-being of the people. What we are, 
therefore, called upon to do, is to still try 
to see the sublimity of moral issues in all 
the agitations that are forced upon our at­ 
tention. The heroism that is now called 
for is all the greater, because there is so 
little that brings into play its more attract­ 
ive qualities. It is not adventure that now 
iuvites. There are no oceans to cross that 
new continents can be dedicated to free­ 
dom. There are no armies to lead, and 
even statesmanship deals with the most 
prosaic of facts, and eloquence has departed 
from its utterances. 
But all this con­ 
fessed, there is still a love of country to 
be cherished, there is still demanded a be­ 
lief in God in His purpose and providence, 
there is still a sentiment of patriotism to 
be cultivated that shall recognize our coun­ 
try and its institutions as thespecial means 
through which the problems of civilization 
are being worked out to important uses. 
But when 1 speak of selfishness and friv­ 
olity as characterizing the life of the na­ 
tion, do not understand me as passing an 
indiscriminating judgment upon the times. 
There is much iiipthem which calls for our 
applause. Antier all the brutalizing ten- 
denciesjof material progress, there prevail 
a kindly sentiment, a gentle urbanity, a 
tender charitv which bloom as exotics in 
the bleak and barren landscape which sur­ 
rounds. Through all that goes to make up 
our distinctive lite of selfishness and am­ 
bition these tender sentiments intrude, and 
the man who will unscrupulously defraud 
bis neighbor in a business transaction will 
frequently stop to share with him a por­ 
tion of his peif. These are the redeeming 
characteristic! of the age, the ascertained 
ends to which civilization is tending, the 
kindlier heart, the broader sympathy, the 
larger and more embracing charily. Our 
intellects are bard, but our hearts are soft. 
We do not scruple to cheat and plunder, 
bat we do not do it in the old brutal way. 
We are philanthropists, for all our self­ 
seeking, anu human suffering touches a 
responsive chord. 
This is ail that keeps the people from 
flying at each other’s throats. Never did 
psssion run so high, never were things ten- 
sioned to such a vinrating bey. To pre­ 
serve. then, this better seu’iment asa prin­ 
ciple and An enthusiasm, and not as an im­ 
pulse and a taste, is our simple duty; to 
hold it as a religion, to cultivate it under 
God as the means i f diffusing His kingdom 
in the State and m the hearts of men. 
And can we not have faith that out of all 
that menaces and disturba, oat of these 
issues, vulgar and base as they sometimes 
seem, and which intrude so persistently 
uoon our attention, tne welfare of mankind 
is yet to be protected, that this is a peculiar 
people, and that bitherto Goa hath not 
dealt so with any nation. 
Was it only in the crisis of a civil war 
and surrounded by the patriot dead of Get­ 
tysburg tbat a great President could say : 
"This nation under God shall have a new 
birth of freedom, and that government of 
the people by the people and for the peo­ 
ple shall no’ perish from the eattb." Let 
us feel that the arbitrament of arms cannot 
settle everything, that out of the common 
est of issues a newer national life can per­ 
petually come, and so with Longfellow let 
us hopefully repeat: 
Sail on. sail on. O ship of State, 
bail on, O Union urong and great. 
Humanity with all its fears, 
With all th-> hopee of (uture years, 
Is hanging breathless on thy fate.

Latest R eports Concerning: the Crops in 
Various Parts of the 8tate. 
Following are the crop bulletins received 
by Signal Officer Barwick for last week: 
Yreka—A. C. Mnrdock. Cool weather 
and rains have been beneficial to all crops. 
The fruit crop is very good, especially 
apples. 
Redding—C. C. Bush. The early’ peach 
crop is coming in fast, and the quality of 
the fines’, is good. 
Anderson—H. K. Pettygrove. There has 
been much cloudy weather. Reports from 
Cottonwood are favorable, fruit and grain 
are up to the average, and harvesting has 
begun. 
Tehama—John L?a. Harvest is in pro­ 
gress. The crop will be light. 
Chico—W. Chalmers. Crops and fruits 
are doing well, and ripening fast. A heavy 
rain occurred on Tuesday, but no damage 
is t eported. 
Colusa—J. D. McNary. Last Tuesday's 
hail-storm played havoc with all crops 
wherever it struck. The damage cannot 
be estimated, but It was worse in this town 
aud immediate vicinity than anywhere 
else. Three miles north of town and one 
mile south no damage was done. There 
will still be considerable fruit, although 
some orchards and vineyards were de­ 
stroyed entirely. 
Willows—A. W. Seahorn. A severe hail­ 
storm passed over a part of this county on 
the 24th inst., destroying all the grapes, 
fruit and wheat in its path, something un­ 
known previously. The dsmage to fruit 
and vines is abont $10,000, and' to wheat 
about $60,000 to $75 OuO. 
West Butte—A. S. Noyes. The hail­ 
storm on the 24th thrashed out three-fifths 
of the standing grain in some fields, the 
hail laying six inches deep. Some of the 
stones were as large as English walnuts. 
_ Wheatland—W. Lumbard. Harvesting 
is in full blast, and Ihe yield is light. 
_ Upper Lake—C. H. Hammond. Haying 
is nearly over, and the crop is lieht. Head­ 
ing has began, and the grain promises well. 
All fruits are very light and late. Grapes 
are in excellent order. 
Hydesville—E. E. Foss. Sunday’s and 
Monday's rain was of great benefit to oats 
and other grain crops, but it will injure 
strawberries and the cherry crop slightlv. 
Newcastle—C. H. Kellogg. Alexander 
peaches are about gone, and the Hale's 
early are making their apDearance. 
Georgetown—C. M. Fitzgerald. Weather 
favorable for lale cherries. Royal Ann, 
black Oregon, etc, are now being picked 
for the Eastern market.

The 
north wind ripened the grain very fast. 
Apricots are ripe and picking has com­ 
menced. The yield is below the average, 
but the quality is good.

STATE QUARRIES. 
An Injunction Suit Transferred to Sacra­ 
mento County. 
When the Central Pacific Railroad was 
being built the State gave certain rights and 
privileges to the company, and in consid­ 
eration thereof the company deeded to the 
Stale a valuable piece of granite land in 
Piacer county. It was thought at the time 
that the granite would prove useful in the 
building of the State Capitol, but it was 
not used for tbat purpose. Severnl years 
afterward the land was “jumped” by John 
and Mary Qainn and was held and worked 
by them for some time before the Attorney- 
General brought suit on behalf of the State 
to oust them. They, however, abandoned 
the claim aud the suit was dismissed. 
For ten years after this the quarries lay 
idle, although the Quinns still maintained 
that the property was theirs. In the mean­ 
time the husband died. 
Six months ago Mrs. Quinn and her de­ 
ceased husband’s brother, Thomas Quinn, 
re-entered upon the property and began 
working the quarries. The matter was re­ 
ported recently to Attorney-General John­ 
son and he immediately proceeded to com­ 
mence injunction proceedings in behalf of 
the people of the State of California, in 
the Superior Court of Placer countv. 
It was learned, however, that Superior 
Judge Meyer, of Placer, had formerly been 
the attorney for the Quinns and was there­ 
fore disqualified from hearing the case. 
Accordingly an order transfering the 
case to Sacramento county was made, and 
on Saturday District Attorney Tuttle, of 
Placer, came to the citv with the necessary 
papera and documents and turned them 
over to District Attorney Bruner of this 
county, who in turn formally filed them 
in our Superior Court. 
Mrs. Quinn has succeeded in having sev­ 
eral bills introduced at the past two or 
three sessions of the Legislature authoriz­ 
ing the conveyance of the property from 
the State to her, setting forth that she and 
her husband had made many improve­ 
ments, and were entitled to the property; 
but none of the bills carried throngh. One 
of them did pass both Houses, but Governor 
Bartlett vetoed it. 
It is understood that the Quinns will not 
abandon the quarries this time but will 
make a vigorous fight for them, using as 
their main weapons the provisions of the 
Statute of Limitations.

THE SEN &TOKS NOW AT THE FRONT IN 
THE LEAGTTE RACE.

Fully 3,500 people saw the Sacramentos 
take the lead from the San Franciscos yes­ 
terday in the race for the California League 
pennant. The grand and special stands 
were jam m ed with spectators, and the 
usual num ber of enthusiasts hung on the 
fence. A band of music was present to 
help enthuse the crowd before play was 
called. The weather was pleasant for the 
audience but somewhat warm for the play­ 
ers. The people were expecting to see a 
sort of tug of-war between the two teams, 
and were ready to yell at the slightest prov­ 
ocation. 
“You make me sic k !’’ said Captain 
Ebright of the San Franciscos to Stapleton, 
when the latter m ade him change his bat­ 
ting order so that it would conform to the 
one he previously announced. 
“ Yes, we’ll make you sick before we get 
through with you to-day,” was the Sacra­ 
m ento Captain’s reply. 
Contrary to expectation, Young was in the 
box for the San Franciscos. They wanted 
to win, and although he pitched in Satur­ 
day’s game they considered Young a better 
m an to puzzle the Sacramentos than Look- 
abaugh. W hether or not he succeeded was 
developed as the game progressed. 
Goodenougb, the wiry center garden 
m an of the Sacramento Club, was first to 
bat. There was a subdued cheer as he 
w alked to tbe batters’ box. It was prob­ 
ably intended as an intim ation on the 
people’s part that they would appreciate 
his services if he would only reach first. 
A couple of balls were pitched, and then— 
well, there was a sharp whack, and the 
ball was seen sailing out past second base. 
H e had made a clean base hit, and the first 
yell burst forth from the grand stand. 
A nother followed when the fleet-footed 
fielder stole second base. 
Daly couldn’t dodge one of Y oung’s 
crooked curves, and got h it with the ball. 
Daly probably cared, but the audience 
didn’t. They wanted to see runners on 
bases, no m atter how they got there. 
Godar hit a sharp grounder to Shea, who 
blocked it all right, but in his hurry to get 
the ball to second he made a m uddle of it, 
and tbe bags were full. 
No outs, three men on bases, Young 
getting wild, and Stapleton to the bat, what 
was to happen ? 
The San Francisco m an could not throw 
the ball over tbe plate, and little catcher 
Speer was getting mad. 
Four balls were 
called, and Stapleton w ent to first base, 
forcing Goodenougb over the plate, and 
m aking run num ber one. 
Bowman then came to bat. 
H e drove a 
hot one to Buchan, who neatly fielded it 
and shor it straight to Speer at the home 
plate to catch Daly. It looked exceedingly 
dubious for the runner, but no! the ball 
bounced out of Speer’s hands, as though it 
had struck a brick wall, and num ber two 
was scored. 
Young kept 
getting wilder at every 
pitch. Roberts waited patiently and was 
sent to first base on balls and Godar was 
forced in. Reitz let the bad ones go by, 
and it was not long before four more were 
counted, and he, too, took his base, m aking 
it necessary for Stapleton to cross the 
plate. 
M c H ale w an ted to clear th e bases w ith a 
lo n g d riv e, a n d braced h im se lf acco rd in g ly . 
H e h it th e b all all rig h t en o u g h , b u t L evy 
u n fo rtu n a te ly p u t a sto p to its career by 
c a tc h in g it. 
H e fielded it in so q u ic k ly 
th a t B o w m a n d id n ’t d a re to a tte m p t to 
re ach h o m e. 
H arper hit a long tly to H anley, and after 
the latter had caught it Bowman started 
for home, and got there all right. This 
j'as run num ber five, and Goodenougb, 
although quite willing to make another, 
went out on a short hit to Ebright. 
This made the three outs, and was rather 
a good beginning for the Sacramentos. 
The audience thought so. too, and when 
the San Franciscos went out in one, two 
and three order, it was simply fine—just as 
they wanted it. 
This inning virtually settled the game. 
The San Franciscos were “ not in it” for a 
m om ent afterwards. Manager Finn heaved 
a sigh and suddenly found that in the 
shuffle his cigar had gone out. Ebright 
wouldn't dare to look at Stapleton, for the 
latter was waiting for a chance to tell him , 
“ I told you so.” 
Seven more runs were piled up by the 
Sacramentos in the third inning, and the 
visitors were convinced that they were out 
of the game. 
However, they pulled to­ 
gether in the same inning and rattled H ar­ 
per so badly that he didn’t know where he 
was throwing the ball. Young hit safely, 
as did Shea, and then Sweeney waited for 
his base anu got it. 
H anley hit to Daly, 
who threw low to home, and Young scored. 
Ebright got hit with the ball and forced 
Shea home. Levy stood in the box until 
H arper had pitched four bad ones. Then 
he went to first base, and Sweeney was 
forced in. A bnnt by Stevens and a long 
fly by Buchan made two more runs. This 
was all, however, for Y oungretired the side 
by striking out. 
_ The rem ainder of the game was exceed­ 
ingly dreary and wearisome. 
Both sides 
made more runs, till at the end of the ninth 
inning the score stood 19 to 10, with the 
first figures for the Sacramentos. 
During the contest Sweeney was sub­ 
stituted tor Young, and Stevens took Speer’s 
place behind the bat. But this change did 
not aflect the batting of the Sacramentos nor 
the error-m aking of their opponents. 
The game, as a whole, could best be 
termed a slogging and error-m aking con­ 
test. Godar, Stapleton. Reitz, Goodenough 
and McHale did some lively hitting, while 
Shea and Young were the only ones who 
could hit H arper safely more than once. 
Donohue umpired, and on base decisions 
was invariably correct. 
He made tbe 
pitchers throw the ball directly over the 
plate before he would call a strike, and for 
this reason some of his judgm ents on balls 
and strikes were disputed.

SWARMS OF LOCUSTS. 


T h e P e s ts A p p e a r A b o u t W h ite R o c k , 
h u t N o D a m a g e R e p o rte d . 
J. F. York, who resides near W hite Rock, 
in the eastern portion of the county, writes 
to Signal Officer Barwick that the grass­ 
hoppers are becoming thick in that locality. 
He says : 
“ In the middle of the dav—that is, from 
10 a. m. until 4 p. m —here in this end of 
the county, by looking toward the sun as 
closely as possible, one can see locusts or 
grasshoppers in great numbers, and some 
at a great distance from the ground. Yes­ 
terday (Friday) they were going iu a south­ 
easterly direction, which would cause them 
to pass over Sacramento, They resemble 
flakes of snow—those that are highest 
above the ground.” 
Six years ago the locusts swarmed in the 
vicinity of W hite Rock and Cothrin’s 
ranch, near the line of the Placerville Rail­ 
road, and stripped the country about there 
of everything green. They were so thick 
about the farm-houses as to blockade the 
doorways, and had to be shoveled away. 
The above is the first authentic account 
that has come to hand of the presence cf 
the pests in any unusual num bers thisyear. 
It is to be hoped they will keep on the 
wing, however, and seek other pastures.

The A m ador Ledger of Saturday con­ 
tains a letter from a prom inent citizen of 
that county concerning the efforts of peo­ 
ple about Plym outh to have certain gates 
removed from the county road between 
M ichigan Bar, in this county, and the Am- 
dor line. The subject directly interests 
Sacram ento business men. The writer 
say s:

e ig h th s o f a m ile in S a cram en to c o u n ty 
h a v e becom e a n u isa n ce w h ic h h a s lead to 
a d e te rm in e d effort on th e p a rt o f th e A m ­ 
a d o r p eo p le a n d a u a p p eal to th e S acram en to 
B o ard of S u p erv iso rs to rem o v e th e m . 
A h isto ry o f th e stru g g les ov er th is road 
m a y p ro v e o f so m e in te re st, n o t o n ly to 
A m a d o r p eople, b u t to S acram en to , an d 
esp ecially to th e m e rc h a n ts o f th a t city, 
w h o th ro u g h th is a v e n u e receive a large 
a n d v a lu a b le trad e. 
Some three years ago Mr. Prothero,ow n­ 
ing land through which the county line be­ 
tween Sacramento and Am ador county 
runs, erected a wire fence across the high­ 
way, and upon protest the Sacramento 
Board prom ptly ordered the wire cut. A 
gate was then established, but the Board 
ordered it removed, and the Road Overseer 
posted a notice to that effect upon the 
same and it was thrown open. 
About the 
same tim e Mrs. Dickinson erected a gate 
at the western term inus of the road in 
question. This was also ordered removed, 
but for unknow n reasons the Road Over­ 
seer failed to carry out the dictates of the 
Board. At a meeting in April last a pro­ 
test was received and an order m ade by 
that body to remove the gate w ithin thirty 
days. 
Afterwards a majority of the Road 
Committee instructed the Road Overseer 
to allow the gate to rem ain until the May 
session, at which tim e further action would 
be taken. A t this meeting a petition, the 
petitioners of which, with few exceptions, 
being disinterested persons, was received 
from Sacramento county requesting that 
the obstruction rem ain.' It was now de­ 
cided that the gate should stand at the op­ 
tion of the Board. 
Mrs. Dickinson having 
now received this concession prom ptly 
erected a second gate at the point where 
Prothero had failed to secure one, placing 
it in his line of fence, thus securing a gate 
where twice it had been taken out by the 
Sacramento Board,whose order has not yet 
been repealed or rescinded. 
At this stage of proceedings Amador 
county came in and at the June term 
offered a petition containing the names of 
240 citizens, praying for the removal of 
these obstructions. 
The petition was so 
large and so warmly pressed that the Board 
called a special meeting for June 16th to 
consider this m atter alone. It was agreed 
that the Road Committee should visit the 
locality and view the road on Saturdav, 
June 14th, and County Clerk H am ilton 
was ordered to notify all interested parties. 
Mr. H am ilton’s notice read Thursday, June 
14:b. Inconsequence of this blunder the 
committee viewed the road on June 12th, 
instead of the 14th, and it being in Sacra­ 
m ento county, in the midst of those op­ 
posing the removal of the cate, they were 
consulted, while the Amador people, who 
expected to meet the comm ittee on the 
14th with a large delegation, were at home 
unconscious of the proceedings. 
The majority committee, consisting of 
Messrs. Greer and Bates, examined the 
road on June 12th, and after consulting 
freely with the protestante in the absence 
of a fair representation of the 240 Amador 
petitioners who were Eeeking to be heard 
in the matter, took the authority upon 
themselves to notify verbally all "parties 
that it would be unnecessary for them to 
appear before the Board in Sacram ento on 
the 16th. 
The evidence upon which they 
assumed the authority was sim ply ram ­ 
bling neighborhood talk, and that of one 
side only. 
The Amador people have only insisted 
that they be allowed the privilege of ap­ 
pearing before tbe Board that they might 
subm it evidence of the worth, benefit and 
necessity of the road. This evidence thev 
have in abundance proportionate to their 
large petition, and they have only asked to 
subm it it legally. 
In that they "have been 
thwarted by this majority committee. 
In 
consequence of this there was only one 
Amador man present at the special session, 
and this man was refused the privilege of 
addressing the Board. 
Messrs. Greer and Bates subm itted a m a­ 
jority report of the Road Committee to the 
effect that the comm it ee were unable to 
find sufficient evidence of the highway be­ 
ing a public road, and that it ran parallel 
with a certain stage road, which afforded 
am ple accommodations. 
Mr. Tebbets, the third m em ber of the 
committee, objected to the report, and of­ 
fered a resolution that that part of it relat­ 
ing to the doubt as to the road being a 
public highway be stricken out. This was 
seconded by Mr. Bates, the roll called, re­ 
sulting, Bales, Tebbets and Black yeas; 
Greer and Ross (Chairman) noes. 
The Chairman then declared that he 
would not announce tbe vote, and, not­ 
withstanding the protests of certain m em ­ 
bers of the Board as to his action, he per­ 
sisted in his position. 
His objection as to the road running 
parallel is so absurd and so faulty that it 
scarcely deserves mention. 
The road from 
Sacramento to Plym outh leaves Michigan 
Bar a mile to the north. It is the custom 
of the stage to leave the regular road, and 
by a branch drive to Michigan Bar, and 
then by a road running southeast|aeain 
reach the main road a mile or so east. This 
last is the parallel road referred to, and is 
parallel only for three-eighths of a mile. 
The road, in reality, is alm ost at right- 
angles to the one in question. 
The vote was the final result of w hat the 
Amador people had expected would be an 
honest and fair investigation, and from 
which they had hoped to secure an open 
road direct to Sacramento, where it has 
been their custom to trade for years. 
This is the history of the affair. There 
is a political aspect to the m atter, which 
alone explains the peculiar and inconsistent 
action of the Board. 
Certain of the members were stanch in 
their position for a fair investigation, but 
they were overruled by the majority, and 
their continued protests were unheeded. 
It is quite evident that the tim e is not op­ 
portune for a movement in the opening of 
the Michigan Bar and Plym outh road. A 
political campaign is near at hand and as­ 
pirants for political favors are too tenacious 
of any influence wbich would hazard 
vote. 
Amador citizens unfortunately are not 
courted by Sacramento political aspirants. 
They have not the influence of tbe ballot 
to a id th e m .b a t the sm all num ber who 
seek to m aintain gates over the three- 
eightbs of a mile road on a thoroughfare of 
ten miles carry with them the fate of these 
fluctuating office-seekers. It is tim e that 
there was an end to such wire pulling and 
"rag chewing.” 
It behooves the citizens of 
Sacramento county, especially the m er­ 
chants who do a large am ount of business 
with Atnador people, to see w hat are the 
proceedings of ibis body. 
It is supposed 
to be a guardian of 'th e interests of the 
county, but there has certainly been one 
instance in which they have totally ignored 
this duty.

“Speaking of politics,” said he, "w hile in 
W ashington I saw m any Californians—

and he, as well as Colonel M arkham , both 
considered themselves as good as nom ­ 
inated for Governor. Congressman Clunie 
had a large Senat rial bee in his bonnet and 
was quite happy in consequence. 
“ I was much pleased with the favor with 
w hich California fruit was received, and 
m y only regret was that inferior fruit is 
being sent East. I saw Royal Ann cherries 
sell at $3 50 per box, or fifty cents per 
pound, and I thought how happy the pro­ 
ducer would be if he conld get the price 
the consum er paid. 
The fruit ;crop is a 
failure all over the East, and California 
fruit ought to bring good prices. 
I found 
that the tide of im m igration was setting to­ 
w ard the Northwest, and that much money 
wa9 being seDt there to build up enter­ 
prises. 
From talking with people whom I 
saw I found that there were two great ob­ 
stacles to the settlem ent of California, the 
first the cost of getting here, and the second 
the high price of land here. 
“ 1 found that the city of W ashington 
b e d grown greatly w ithin the past five 
years. 
New York I found phenomenally 
great, barring climate. 
W hile there I ad­ 
justed some matters, as President of tbe 
California Associated Press in the way of 
renew ing contracts with 
the telegraph 
companies. 
At Chicago I was well re­ 
ceived. having letters from Mayor Pond to 
M ayor Cregier, which placed me on proper 
term s with him . 
I found there were 
three sets of men who were anxious about 
the location of tne W orld’s Fair—the one 
who controlled sufficient property near 
Jackron Park, seven miles out, the other 
owning property near Lincoln Park, five 
miles away, and the third, the distinctly 
business men, who favored the lake front. 
I think the latter will be successful. 
“ My opinion is the fair should have 
b»en held in W ashington, because I found 
that the Chicagons were treating it as a 
proprietary m atter and referred to it as the 
W orld's F air o f Chicago, and not a? Chi­ 
cago. 
In endeavoring for space I sug­ 
gested ten acres for the horticultural /ex­ 
hibit of California, but was told we cdnid 
not get more than three. Then I asked for 
the privilege of setting out trees, shrubs, 
oranges, etc. along the avenues, which was 
acceded to. 
Notwithstanding the discour­ 
agement. the fair will be of the highest 
possible advantage to California, and we 
ought to make a large and proper exhibit. 
Chicago’s bray and conceit have somewhat 
cooled the ardor of thecitieseast of BtrCalo, 
atid there is much apathy just now in the 
New England States, and it will require 
m uch to warm them up. 
There has been 
no such cordiality from the East as from 
California, and Chicagoans feel kindly to­ 
ward us as a m atter of course.
